FRASER RIVER. 


LL previous notices issued by the Harbour Master 
of British Columbia, havibg-reference to the Sand 
Heads of Fraser River, are bereby rescinded. 

The following directions are published-for general 
information : 

The Beacons 'earried: away since last fall have been 
re-constructed, excepting the South Sand Head No. 1, 
and the following alterations and additions made. The 
Light Ship now building will be placed near to the 
South Sand Head, being substituted for No. 1 Beacon: 

The Beatons are formed with elusters of -pites, each 
Beacon, having a distinguishing feature at the top of 
the piles, and being numbered consecutively from 2 to 
10, irrespective of the Crib on the North Sand Head. 

No, 2. Beacon, Nogrn Sanp Heap—Placed in 1 foot 
at low water, } a cable from the buoy in aN. W. direc- 
tion, showing from a Southerly bearing a black dia- 
mond elevated on @ pole 16 fee} above the top of the 
piles. i 

A } of a cable distant from N6. 2 Beacon, farther on 
the Sand, isa loaded crib in an incomplete state at 

resent ; at high water spring tides it is awash, butat 
ow water it looms like the hull of a small vessel. A 
pole 20 feet long with a black board at the top point- 
ing to the Channel is secured to it. A permanent Sea 
Mark will be built upon it in the course of afew months, 
of which due notice shall be given. 

No. 3. Beacon, Nontu Sayo—ln 6 feet at'low water, 

shows black and white horizontal stripes both on the: 
pole and beacon, and is situated about half-way be- 
tween chequered and black buoys. 
- Nop, 4. Beacox, Norra Sanp—1 cable distant in a 8. 
W. direction from black top buoy, is distinguished by 
a black triangle elevated on a white pole 16 fect above 
the piles, and placed in 2 feet.at low water. The piles 
are white-waslied. | 

No. 5. Beacon, Nontn Saxp—On the spit 1} cable 
from red top buoy [placed in 5 feet at low water). This 
beacon fs remarkable from its leaning position and is 
readily distinguished by the red-cask on a white pole 
above the piles, the tops of which are also white. 

No. 6. Beacox, Norra Sanp—1 cable distant from 
white bnoy in a Westerly direction, is placed in 7 feet 
at low water. #)n the top of the pole is a white trian- 
gle, the apex of which is on the lower part of the pole. 
This beacon forms o conspicuous object and mnst be 
appreciated, as it will guide Vessels in the Channel 
when entering and leaving the River. The beacon is 
all white. . , 

No. 7: Beacox, Sovran Saxnp—Is a black beacon 
plaéed in 6 feet at low water, having a St. Andrew's 
crogs elevated on a pole 16 feet above the piles. 

No. 8. Bracox, Soura Saxp—A cable's length from 
No. 7, in | foot at low water. This Beacon .is white, 
having a St. Andrew's cross ona pole as above de- 
seribed in No.7. As these Beacons, No. 7 and 8, are 
intended as marks for crossing the Bar, they are here- 
efter alluded to as the x Deacons. ‘This Beacon (No. 8) 
is not to be regarded in any way except to lead Vessels 
over the Bar in the deepest,water. For Vessels of 
large @raaght the x Beacons will be found invaluable, 
as by taking care to “ port” sufficiently soon, after 
passing the black top buoy, so as to cross when ina 
line, they will lead over .the Bar, carrying from 19 to 
In-all other parts 
of the Channel much deeper water will be found. ~ Af- 
ter the red top Beacon is brought in a line with the 
white Beacon (No. 6), the red top buoy may be with 
safety rounded, ther steer in direction for the white 
buoy, and from thence to the Ball Beacon on Garry 
Point. ’ 

No. 9.. Beacoy, Sovrn Saxp—On the edge of the 
bank, placed in 1,foot at low water, is nearest to the 
Mouth of the River, and distinguished by a black rs 
having at the top two black boards on two sides of the 
pole horizontal with each other, The tops of the piles 
are also black. 

No. 10. Bracon+—Is a land mark placed on Garry 
Point to indicate the Mouth of the River, which shows 
from: every direction 2 large White Ball. The braces, 
6 fect of the pole, and the tops of the piles are black. 
The lower part of the Beacon is white-washed. 

All buoys on the North Sand, after entering the 
Channel with Vessels of large draught, should be pass- 
ed close onthe “port”? hand. Caution is hereby given 
that the Beacons cOénstructed on the Sand Heads are 
not intended as marks for the Navigable-waters of the 
Channel but to indicate the locality of the several 
buoys. 

The ald white buoy has been removed and a red spar 
buoy placed on the spit of the middle Sand inside Gar- 
ry, Point, in 12 feet at low water, whicle must be pest 
by Vessels. Entering the River on the starboard hand. 

5 By following thé above directions Mariners will find 
the Channel well-and clearly defined, and with ordinary 
care a perfect stranger may navigate his Vessel with 
safety into Fraser River.

jnaugurated during his administration, and which 
have evoked such bitter opposition amongst a 
cortain class in the, neighboring colony, whose 
object and policy have ever been to keep British 
Columbia under tribute to the traders of Victoria. 
A suitable address, , judiciously touching upon 
some of these cardinal measures, would ¢ertainly 

‘ do no harm, while it is no more than fitting that 
we should show in some becoming way our ap- 
preciation of His Excellency’s administration, 
upon the eve of his departare on a visit to Eng- 
land.
